I he reply filed on October 15, 2001 is not fully responsive to the prior Offiee Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s):Applicant did not elect between III a polar versus nonpolar solvents which further contains a species as noted by 1 aa. 
methanol for the polar and 2 aa hexane for the nonpolar solvent. The indication of both methanol and hexane is improper. Applicant 
has noted a limitation "The protocol called for three steps ....three extracts were then combined" which limitations are not present in at 
least the broad claimed inventions. The requirement in \'I is accordance with Claim 58 whereby the method requires an adjustment of 
the pH as required as to A or B. If there is no pH adjustment, claims considered will not have this requirement . Applicant is 
requested to denote the claims which are directed to the elected claimed subject matter and to submit one or more claims drawn to 
the claimed subject niatter for examination.
